All their hurt men were carried that night 
to Auchindowne, where moſt part of them 
ſaid untill they were recovered. This 
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battle was foughten on Thirſdey: the 0 
ad of October 1594. 
The lord Forbes, the lairds of Buquha 
atid Drum aſſembled all their friends and 
followers, with intention to join with Ar. 
gyle; but hearing of his overthrow, they 
conclude to join with the Dunbars, and the 
reſt of the forces coming from the provin- 
ces of Murray and Roſs, and ſo to invade 
the Gordons when they came fromthe 
battle, thinking it now an eafy matter to 
_ overthrow them, and to revenge old quar 
rels. To this effect the whole ſirname of 
Forbes, with moſt part of the Leſlies and 
the Irvines, met at Druminour (the ford 
Forbes his dwelling) and ſo went on, think- 
ing to overtake Argyle, and to cauſe him 
return and renew the battle againſt the 
Gordons and their partakers; but as they 
marched forward, a gentleman called If.

men and muſketeers; he himſelf, and his 
brother Mr. Robert Gordon, with the reſi- 
due of his company, ſtayed the coming of 
the Forbeſes at a place called Craibſtane, 
not far from the ports of the new town of 
Aberdeen. The Forbeſes, being in ſight of 
Aberdeen, began to conſult among them- 
ſelves what was beſt to be done; ſome 

were of opinion that the fitteſt and ſafeſt 
courſe was to go to Old Aberdeen, and 
there ſeat themſelves, and from thence to 

moleſt the New 'Town, and compel Adam 

Gordon to depart from New Aberdeen, 
by the aid and aſſiſtance of theſe experien · 
ced footmen which were ſent from the re- 

gent: but the maſter of F orbes and his 
kinſmen would not hearken thereto, deſir-

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had three wives; he married firſt Barbara 
Stewart, daughter to the Lord Meffen, by 
whom he had Torquill Yre, who died, 
before his father, without iſſue; after Bar- 

bara Stewart's death, Rory married Mac- 
kenzie's daughter, who bore Torquill Con · 
naldagh, whom Rory would not acknow- _ 
edge as his ſon, but held him always a 
baſtard; and repudiating his mother, he 
married Maclean his ſiſter, by whom he 

had Torquill Dow and Tormot. Beſides 
theſe, Rory had three. baſe ſons, Neill 
Macleod, Rory-Oig, and Murthow Mac- 
lod. After the death of old Rory Mac- 
leod, his ſon Torquill Dow Macleod (ex- 
duding his brother Torquill Connaldagh 
48 2 baſtard) doth take poſſeſſion of the 
Lewes, and is acknowledged by the inha- 
bitants as the lawful inheritor of that 
land. T'orquill Connaldagh (by ſome cal- 
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led Torquill of the Cogigh ) perceivin 
himſelf thus put by the inheritance of the 
Lewes, he hath recourſe to his mother! 
kindred the Clan-Cheinzie, and defirs 
their ſupport to recover the ſame. The 
lord Kintaile, Torquill Connaldagh, his 
brother Murthow Macleod,and the Brienre 
of the Lewes met altogether in Roſs, 
adviſe by what means Torquill Connal- 
dagh might obtain the poſſeſſion of th 
Lewes, which they were out of all hope 
to effectuate ſo long as. Torquill Dow wa 
alive; whereupon the Brienre of the Lew 
undertook to ſlay his maſter Torquill Don, 
which he brings thus to paſs; the Brieare; 
being accompanied with the moſt part of 
his tribe (the Clan · vic- gill · voir) went in 
his galley to the iſle of Roney; and, by 
the way, he apprehended a Dutch ſhip, 
which he brought by force along with hin 
to the Lewes; he invites his maſter Toi 
quill Dow unto a banquet in the ſhip; Tor: 
quill Dow (ſuſpecting no deceit) went thi- Wl fi: 
ther accompanied with ſeven of the beſt fl tai 
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his friends, and fat down in the ſhip, expect. 
ing ſome drink: inſtead of wine, they bring 
cords; thus were they all apprehended and 
bound by the Breinre and his kindred, who 
brought them to the lord of Kintaile his 
bounds, and there beheaded them every 
man, in July 1597. Neither did this ad- 
rance Torquill Connaldagh to the poſſeſ- 
ſon of the Lewes; for his brother Neill 
Macleod oppoſed himſelf, and purſued the 
Breinre and his kin, in a part of the iſland 
called Neiſe, which they had fortified; 
where he killed divers of them, and made 
them leave the ſtrength. Thus did Neill 
Macleod poſſeſs the iſland, to the behoof 
of his brother Tormot, and the children 
of Torquill Dow, whom he did acknow- 
ledge to be righteous heirs of the iſland. 
Torquill Connaldagh had now loſt both 
his ſons, John and Neill, and had married 
his daughter to Rory Mackenzie (the lord 
Kintaile his: brother) giving her in mar- 
fiage the lands of Coigigh. Hereupon Kin- 
tale began to think and adviſe by what 
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means he might purchaſe to hitaſelf the 
inheritance of that iſland, having now 
Torquill Connaldagh and his brother Mur 
thow Macleod altogether at his devotio 
and having Tormot Macleod in his ende 
dy, whom he took from the ſchools; ſo 
that he had none to oppoſe unto his deſigns 
bur Neill Macleod, whom he might eafily 
overthrow: Kintaile deals ea earneſtly with 
Torquill Connaldagh, and, in end, per- 
fuades him to refign the right of the iſland 
into his favours, and to deliver him all che 
old rights and evidents of the Lewes. 
In this mean time, the barons and gen- 
tlemen of Fife, hearing theſe troubles, 
were intyſed, by the perſuaſion of ſome 
that had been there, and by the report of | 
the fertility of the iſland, to undertake adif- 
ficile and hard interprize. They conclude 
to ſend a colony thither, and to civiliz 
(if it were poſſible) the inhabitants of the 
iſland : To this effe&, they obtain, from 
the King, a gift of the Lewes, the year of 
God 1 599, or thereabouts, which was al

tion, T hereupon t 
ined together in Fife, ; they" aſemble a

Thus was the earl of Kintaile i] deſpair 
to purchaſe or obtain the Lewes; and 
therefore he bends all his wits to crols the 
undertakers : he ſetteth Tormot Macleod 
at liberty, thinking that at his arrival in 
the iſland, all the inhabitants would ſtir 1 
his favours againſt the undertakers; which 
they did indeed, as the natural inclination 
is of all theſe iſlanders and Highlander, 
who, of all other people, are moſt bent 
and willing to hazard and ad venture them 
ſelves, their lives, and all they have, for 
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their lords and maſters. The King was in- 
formed, by the undertakers, that the lord 
of Kintaile was a crofſer and hinderer of 
their interprize; whereupon he was brought 
into queſtion, and committed to ward in 
the caſtle of Edinburgh, from whence he 
mas releaſed, without the trial of an aſſize, 
by the lord chancellor his means. Neill 
Macleod returning into the Lewes with 
the undertakers, he fell at variance with 
them; whereupon he went about to invade 


their camp, and they- began, i in like man- 


ner, to lay a ſnare for bim. The laird of 
Wormiſtoun , chuſing a very dark night, 
ſent forth a company ro apprehend Neill; 

who, perceiving them coming, invade 
them, and chaſed them, with ſlaughter, to 
their camp. By this time came Tormot 
Macleod into the iſland, at whoſe arrival the 
inhabitants ſpeedily aſſembled, and came to 


him as to their lord and maſter. 'There- 


upon Tormot, accompanied with his bro- 


ther Neill, invaded the camp of the un- 


dertakers, forced ir, burnt the fort, kil- 
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led moſt part of their men, togl A 7 
commanders priſoners; and releaſed then 
after eight months captivity. Thus, for; 
while, Tormot Macleod commanded i 
that iſland, untill the undertakers regurn 
ed again to the Lewes, being aſſiſted by th 
forces of all the neighbouring countries 
by virtue of the King's commiſſion, direc 
ted againſt Tormot Macleod and his kin 
the Seil-Torquill. How ſoon their force: 
were landed in the fund. "Loren Mac 
leod rendered himſelf to the undertaken, 
upon their promiſe to carry him fafe u 
London, and to obtain him a remiſſion-fo 
his bypaſt crimes; but Neill Maclepd ſtood 
out, and would not ſubmit himſelf, Tor. 
mot being come to London, the King give 
him a pardon; but withal he ſent him hone 
into Scotland, to be keeped in ward at E. 
dinburgh ; where he remained untill the 
month of March 1 61 5, that the King garelil | 
him liberty to paſs into Holland, where hei 
ended his days. Tormot thus warded in E 
dinburgh, the adventurers did ſettle'them-

Tn year at God 1 1 59 2 93 miniſtry 
and church. of Scotland thought it

grant them no favour, but extreme rigour; 


for fear of the inconyenient that ſhould . 


follow upon their wicked pretences, if they 
were unpuniſhed, when both time and occa- 


ſion permitted the ſame. Still the Engliſh 


ambaſſador and the Scottiſh miniſters urged 
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he King to call the Catholick lords to a trial 
of their peers; but the King procured to 
the miniſters thus much for them, that, by 
their favours, they might be brought to 
be tried without warding; and thereafter to 
nake ſuch ſatisfaction as ſhould be thought 
requiſite ; that in caſe they were found 
culpable, to be puniſhed as juſtice ſhould 
require ; and, if it were otherwiſe, that 
they ſhould be abſolved: but the miniſters 
would not yield unto the King's pleaſure 
therein, nor permit that the Popiſh lords 
ſhould have any trial, till they ſhould be 
firſt warded untill the nobles ſhould con- 


reen to try them. The King refuſediro 


ward them untill they were found guilty; 
knowing, by this time, their innocence: 
for George Car had refuſed what he had 
before, through fear, confeſſed againſt the 
lords, touching the Spaniſh blanks. - His 
Majeſty was earneſt with the miniſters that 
no excommunication ſhould paſs againſt the 
lords before their trial; which was refu- 
ſed: whereupon there 125 convention of 
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the eſtates holden. by his Majeſty at St. bis 
Johnſtoun, the year of God 159 3, to curb I and 
the power of the presbyterial miniſters, Ml tho 
There it was reſolved (to ſuppreſs their li 
berty) the eſtate of biſhops ſhould be e- 
rected and reſtored.
